Dedication of the School Bell 


Good morning on behalf of the Questers Chapter #1229 of the Brownlie Sod House. We 
welcome you to the dedication of the bell here in the town to the Long Grove Civic 


This building was originally a school house built 4 miles north of the town in about the 
1850’s or a few years later. It was called the Long Grove Independent School No. 1. 
Later, in about 1890, an additional room was added so that grades 1 through 4 were 
taught by one teacher and grades 5 through 8 by another. 


In 1968 the North Scott School System was formed and the building was purchased from 
the North Scott School District by the Long Grove Civic League to be used as a 
community center and was moved to this location. 


The bell that was originally in the bell tower is now placed in front of the Alan Shepard 
School here in Long Grove. 


The aims of the Questers are to stimulate the appreciation of antiques through study and 
to encourage the restoration and preservation of historical landmarks. 


In September 2012 our Questers #1229 of the Brownlie Sod house decided to ask the 


Long Grove Civic League if they would like a bell back in the tower. By word of mouth, 
we were told there was a lady in Davenport that had one to sell. We got in touch with her 
and was told her husband enjoyed going to auctions and this was one of his purchases and 
she wanted to downsize. So to make a long story short, the bell was the size we were 
looking for and a deal was made.

he Brownlie Questers' gift of a 
large map of Scott County showing 
the locations, with pictures, of the 
former one-room schoolhouses in 
1910 brought to mind a photo essay by The 
NSP's Mary Hahn almost 40 years ago. 

Mary was an artist with a camera, long 
before digital photography. Her photo 
spread (at right) and research named all of 
the former country schools and told their 
status as of the date of publication, which 
was July 23, 1975. © 

These were the schools of our forebears, 
and they were dotted across the county 
every two miles, about nine per township 
(36 square miles). Mary's report named 50 
of them in the North Scott School District 
and there were that many more in other 
parts of rural Scott County. 

"Where have all the 
schoolhouses gone?" 
wrote Mary, who spent 
most of her career 
at St. Paul Lutheran 
Church in Davenport 
and moved to Colorado 
in 2012. "Well, in the 
North Scott School 
District," she wrote 
in 1975, "30 of the 
50 one-room country 
schoolhouses are still alive and well — but 
the chalkboards and school books vanished 
long ago. 

"After the district was unified to build 
modern facilities and the schoolhouses were 
no longer needed; they were disposed of 
beginning in 1957 according to Iowa law. 
The original owners of the school sites 
were given the first crack at purchasing the 
buildings. 

"Twenty of the schools, many of them 
on farms, have been torn down. But 14 
schoolhouses have been added to and 
refurbished into handsome living quarters 
for Scott County families. Others have had 
a rebirth as museums, civic centers, farm 
buildings and even hog lots." 

It would take 12 years and five failed 
bond issues until North Scott's first four 
"modern" buildings were erected in the late 
1960s in Eldridge, Long Grove, Princeton 
and Donahue because citizens couldn't 
agree WHERE those modern schools would 
be built. Sound familiar? ; 

My late father-in-law, Laurence Long, 
was superintendent of schools in Jackson 
County back in the 1950s when that was 
one of the most important positions in 
education. By: 1975, the county boards of

education would merge to form-today's 


multi-county Area Education Agencies, but 
back then, the county superintendent was 
the one-who was in charge of all the one- 


' room schools. One of Linda's best memories — 


of her preschool years was tagging along _~ 


with her dad when he made regular visits to _

these schools, some of them in remote parts 
of the county. 

In his retirement, Laurence published 
a memoir entitled "A Ragged Beggar 
Sleeping," which combined historical facts 
with personal anecdotes of Iowa's country 
schools. His lament included this statement 
from a high school principal circa 1916 who 
opined that his best students came from the 
country schools: "A dozen years hence, who 
cares whether those boys and girls walked 
on fine carpet and feasted at richly-spread 
tables? Struggle and privation in youth 
develop a fiber that stands the test of life's 
struggles, and these boys and girls will, ina 
short time, be the men and women who are 
doing things and making a success of life." 

History will show how true this was. The 
boys and girls who attended the country 
schools would become what the esteemed 
journalist Tom Brokaw called "The Greatest 
Generation." ; 

Nostalgia aside, none of us would wish 
for a return to the days of dirt roads, coal- 
burning stoves and no indoor plumbing. 
The computer era has brought an explosion 
of knowledge, and today's students have 
access to more information in an instant 
via the Internet than the pioneers in the 
country schools had in a year. Overall, we 
are healthier, we have more time to pursue’ 
hobbies and interests, and we are living 
longer. Progress. 

But we should not forget the country 
schools, because they are an important 
part of our heritage. That's where students 
learned the pillars of character that are 
important in every generation. 

The Questers' gift to the Long Grove 
Civic Center — itself a former country 
schoolhouse — will be a visible reminder 
to all who enter of what once was. And for
